st. 

The people of the Arabian Peninsula 
have at most times been a negligible force 
in the world, disunited and without re- 
sources. But occasionally. they have been 
extremely formidable, either when acting 
under religious impulses or when under 
the leadership of some dominating per- 
sonality. The classical instance is, of 
course, the early Mohammedan conquests, 
when both these forces were at work— 
enthusiasm for the new religion of Islam, 
and the leadership either of the Prophet 
himself or of his exceedingly able suc- 
cessors, the early Caliphs. It is because 
these two factors appear to be present 
again in Arabia to-day that the Wahhabis 
are worth attention. 


- PURITANS OF ISLAM. 


The Wahhabis are the puritans of 
Islam, followers of one Mohammed Ibn 
Abd ul-Wahhab, who, about 1760, started 
in Central Arabia a campaign for the up- 
rooting of religious abuses, and for a re- 
turn to the purity and severity of the 
primitive religion. He himself remained 
a teacher of religion, but, characteristi- 
cally, the movement developed into a 
military one, somewhat like Sikhism in 
India. Under the Iéadership of a chief- 
tain named Saud the reformers advanced 
from conquest to conquest, till nearly the 
whole of Arabia was under their controf, 
Mecca itself being captured in 1803. 

After a few years, however, they were 
driven out by Mohammed Ali, of Egypt, 
who brought back the sacred cities under 
Turkish control, and then sent an army 
into Central Arabia which captured the 
Wahhabi capital. Saud’s dynasty con- 
tinued to govern part of Arabia, bat 
gradually lost ground, and for the rest of 
the nineteenth century Wahhabism was a 
declining force. Finally, Saud’s descen- 
dants were driven from their capital. 
Riyadh, and the movement was fe al! 
appearances finished. 

The present ruler, Abdul Aziz Ibn Saud, 
thus started life as a member of a defeated 
family and sect, and an exile; but he had 
courage and ambition, and at the age of 
twenty, with only a few followers, he 
captured, by a bold stroke, his ancestral 
capital, Rivadh. He succeeded in re- 
arousing the religious enthusiasm and 
loyaltv of the Wahhabis. and by degrees 
extended his rule over the neighbouring 
tribes. Duving-the Great War he took 
thé British side, and. like other Arab 
chiéfs, received subsidies, though he 
cannot be said to have accomplished much 
beyond sporadic attacks on the neigh- 
bouring pro-Turkish rulers. Soon alter 
the end of the war, however, he had made 
himself dominant. throughout al] Central 
Arabia. 


THE SANCTION OF ORTHODOXY. 


The puritan tenets of the religion were 
revived in all their rigour, The Koran is 
taken literally as the complete rule of 
life. Asceticiam is enforced. Jewels or 
elaborate dress are taboo, as also are 
tobacco and strong drink. In fact, Nejd, 
the country of the Wehhabis, might well 
be envied by Tennessee—a land of com- 
plete dryness, of no tobacco, of most 
stringent orthodoxy. All these things ars 
enforced, not by the crude methods of the 
Ku Klux Klan, but by the best of all 
bas sanctions—capital punishment. 

eanwhile, Ibn Saud sought to increase 
the numbers and strength of his fighting 
men by starting colonies of them in un- 
occupied parts of Arabia, and by forming 
them into bands known as Ukhwan, or 

Brethren, which compose the army of 
Wahhabism at present. 

Meanwhile, the position of other Arabs 
had improved as a result of the war. The 
Turks had gone, and, as a result of the 
energy of Colonel] Lawrence and their own 
efforts, King Hussein of Mecca and his 
house had risen to a position of leader- 
ship. - One of his sons became ruler*of 
Syvia, and later-of Iraq, and another of 
Transjordania, while the old King himself 
ruled the Hedjaz and the Holy Cities. 
By these the dominions of Ibn Saud were 
nearly surrounded. They, however, 
though Arabs and Moslems, were re- 
garded by him and his followers as un- 
orthodox-——as, indeed, the head and front 
of that degenerate, corrupted and almost 
idolatrons form of the religion against 
which Wahhabism had been from its 
beginnings a standing protest. Moreover, 
their peoples. were for the most part town- 
dwellers and cultivators of the soil, such 
as the Bedouins of the desert have always 
despised. It was essential, from the point 
of view of Wahhabism, to secure and 
purify the Holy Cities. The Ukhwan, 
therefore, were turned against them. - The 
Hedjaz was overrun with but little diffi- 
culty. Mecca and Medina were captured ; 
Hussein and his son Ali were driven into 
exile. On his western side Ibn Saud was 
then secure, and virtually the whole of the 
Arabian Peninsula, with the exception of 
some coastal districts, is now under his 
control. No Arab ruler for many a long 
day has such power.

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 

Mr. M. H, Murphy (Cork), on behalf 
of the Execntive Committee, 

a resolution asking Congress 
press the opinion that more frequent 
visits to the schools by the Civic Guards 
attendance officers would tend to the more 
effective working of the School Attendance 
Act. It had, he said, been complained that 
many teachers objected to the presence of 
Guards in the schools. The Executive were 
unanimously of opinion that the presence of 
the Guards would be useful, but desired to 
get the views of Congress.

FUTURE POLICY. 

A vote of thanks to Father Flanagan was 
moved by Mr. Frisby (Kilkenny) and seconded 
by Mr. C. P. Murphy (Cork). 

In reply, Father agan referred to an 
unauthorised and inaccurate statement in con- 
nection with the maturity of Savings Certifi- 
gates which appeared in a Dublin néwspaper. 
The Government, he said, had under con- 
sideration the question of its future policy in 
the matter, and an official statement would 
be made in due course. 

In a statement communicated to the Con- 
gress, Professor J. Johnson, F.,T.C.D., said 
that the success of the national thrift move- 
ment was a gratifying thing. Unfortunately 
the parish in this country had never been 
recognised as a unit of local self-government. 
One aspect of the thrift movement which 
developed the qualities of parochial public 
Spirit that they so much needed was the 
thrift side of the Agricultural Credit Society 
movement. The success of the State in other 
aspects of its agricultural policy had induced 
the farmers to look to the State instead of to 
themselves for the means of solving the 
agricultural credit problem. For a time there 
would be a period of disillusion, but in the near 
future a vigorous propaganda would have to 
be undertaken in order to promote the 
organisation of agricultural credit and thrift 
societies. 


RECTOR OF HISTORIC 
DUBLIN PARISH. 
Re mm——“ 
INDUCTION OF THE REV. W. P. 


WEBB, B.D. 


The Archbishop of Dublin inducted the 
Rev. William Plunkett Webb, B.D., as Rector 
of the United Parishes of St. Peter and St. 
Audoen, Dublin, last night; in the presence 
of a very large congregation. 

e Very Rev. t n of Christ Church 
Cathedral presented the new Incumbent, and 
also read the Lesson. The Declaration was 
read by Mr. W. H. Robinson, Diocesan 
Registrar. 

he Archbishop said that it was little 
more than five years ago since he instituted— 
in January, 1 the first incumbent, of the 
United Parish of St, Peter and St. Audoen. 


| It was an occasion of some sadness to both 


ishes, because neither of them relished the 
idea of losing its separate identity; but the 
pressure of circumstances dictated to them 
all a course which (howéver much they would 
have preferred the old way, if they had been 
free agents) seemed the best of certain pos- 
sible alternatives. So far as he could jud 
all the interested parties had accepted loyally 
& situation which was not of their making, 
and had endeavoured to make the best of it, 
and reconcile the interests of the two portions 
of the union. 

He doubted if there were any two parishes 
which illustrated more completely the changes 
which pass over a city’s life as the years went 
by. On the other hand, St. Audoen’s Parish 
was one of the most ancient within the cit 
walls, and many leading citizens had reside 
within its boundaries. On the other hand, 
not more than a few hundred yards from the 
church a great area had beén cleared of 
houses and awaited a new destiny. With the 
shifting population a redistribution of school 
accommodation in the parish had taken place. 
They witnessed a continual process of trans- 
ference of the city’s population, which had 
by no means its climax yet. The 

eneral effect of all these changes was that 

the work of the clergy of that union was 
largely carried on among the poorer members 
of the Church, who valued (as, perhaps, no 
others did) the sympathy and attention of 
their devoted parochial clergymen. 

In conclusion, the Archbishop hoped they 
would welcome their new Rector as they did 
his predecessor. His duty would be herd, 
and he asked them to help him in the work 
that lay before him.

Hé thought Loughlinstown would be a 
good centre for a modern hospital. 

NO DANGER OF INFECTION. 

Dr. Wright, Dalkey, said that he did not 
think that there was danger of infection from 
the tubercular patients. He was of the 
opinion that the Fever Hospital should be 
left at Loughlinstown. 

Dr. J. W. Boyce, medical officer, Black- 
rock, said that he sent about 100 patients in 
the year to St. Colmcille’s Hospital. He had 
no difficulty in getting patients into Dublin 
hospitals. St. Michael’s and Monkstown Hos- 
pitals were always very good in taking 
patients sent by him. 

To, Dr. Conway, the witness said that St. 
Colmcille’s Hospital had served a very useful 
purpose for many years. He had sent patients 
to Dublin hospitals, but the sick poor would 
prefer to go to Loughlinstown. 

In reply to Mr. J. M. McDonnell (in- 
structed by Messrs. Shannon and Co., soli- 
citors), who represented the Rathdown 
Board of Guardians, Dr. Boyce said that he 
had sent tubercular patients to St. Colm 
cille’s Hospital. 

To the Inspector, Dr. Boyce said that if 
there were another genera] hospital provided 
in the Rathdown area the people would be 
satisfied, but they would certainly prefer St. 
Colmcille’s. 

Dr. Roantree, Rathmichael medical officer, 
said that St. Colmcille’s Hospital was very 
much used, and he did not like to see it 
abolished. He sent a good many patients to 


it. 
BRAY'S POSITION. 

Mr. Murnane—Do you agree that the estab- 
lishment of this Consumptive Home here 
would simply be drawing a‘ razor across the 
throat of Bray? 

Dr. Roantree said that he did not think it 
would affect Bray so much. 

Dr. O’Connor, Kingstown, said that he 
experienced difficulty in getting patients into 
hospitals in Dublin. 

Dr. Raverty, Bray, said that he had 
spent many hours in Dublin hospitals, and 
found difficulty in getting patients into them. 

Dr. E. T. King, Stillorgan, stated that he 
believed that the establishment of a sana- 
torium would be a v ge thing. People 
in an advanced state oí tuberculosis. were 
living in their own homes, and mixing with 
their relatives, and if they were segregated 
it would be good for themselves and good 
for the district. He thought Loughlinstown 
would be as good a place as any. 

Dr. James Enright said that the transfer 
would be a hardship on the sick poor, unless 
alternative accommodation was provided. He 
did not believe that the establishment of the 
sanatorium would be a danger to the district. 
There was less danger from these patients if 
they were in a sanatorium than if they were 
at home. From the point of view of air he 
considered sg ene a good place. 

THE PEOPLE'S OPINION. 
Dr. H. Sexton; Glencullen, said that he 
found that the people’s opinion was that they 
would rather go to Columcille’s Hospital than 
into the Dublin Union. He did not see any 
reason why this hospital should not be deve- 
ME and improved. 

r, A. W. Cullen, Chairman of the Board 
of Guardians, said that he had noticed the 
number of tubercular patients in the district, 
and was of the opinion that proper treatment 
should be afforded these bo He had 
réad the recommendations of the Poor Law 
Commission, and that bad led him to mm 
forward this matter at the Board. He 
denied that he had had any consultation with 
the Dublin Union Commissioners before sub- 
mitting the proposal to the guardians. 

The inquiry was adjourned.

Police scandals—the co-operation of police 
wita ‘‘ bootleggers’’ and other law- 
breakers—are exposed daily in nearly 
every State of the Union. Charges of 
“graft’’ against Senators and Congress- 
men are commonplaces of the country’s 
higher politics. For this widespread lack 
of principle in public affairs there are, as 
we think, three main causes. One is the 
whole country’s concentration on the 
pursuit of wealth. Another is the fact 
that politics, through its evil repute, 
repels the best class—and it is a 
very. large class—of American citizens. 
Educated men of high character avoid a 
career in which eminence is won by the 
strongest lungs, the most brazen brows 
and the toughest constiences. Finally, 
the rewards of the, successful and un- 
scrupulous politician—especially in muni- 
cipal government—are enormous. The 
present political system offers innumer- 
able inducements to “ graft ”; indeed, it 
is wedded to ‘‘graft.’’ A single election 
enthrones a party “boss ” as master of the 
whole ‘official personnel of a vast com- 
munity. He appoints, and can dismiss, the 
entire hierarchy, from judge to scavenger. 
It is his direct interest to court the 
dubious persons by whom the votes of the

Creeds in India. 


A review of the first year of Lord Irwin's 
Viceroyalty in India has been prepared 
by Mr. J. Coatman, Director of Public 
Information. From this it appears that 
the Indian Empire is passing through a 
difficult stage in social development, brought 
about by the growth of democratic institu- 
| tions. The year saw no fewer than forty 
riots, provoked by the Hindu-Mahommedan 
feuds. Antagonism between the two chief 
creeds of native India now is more bitterly 
intense than at any time in living memory. 
It is traced to the reforms of 1919. By 
the establishment. of a measure of de- 
mocracy a struggle for the powers and 
emoluments of office was precipitated. The 
creeds were ranged against each other in 
the effort to capture control of the 
machinery of government. On the one 
hand, the Hindus are content to accept 
the implications of government by parlia- 
mentary majority ; but the Mahommedans, 
being in a permanent minority, demand 
safeguards against the powers of numbers 
which might be used to crush all that they 
represent in Indian life. The Hindus, with 
their better education, subtler minds and 
economic strength, favour open competi- 
tion in finance, business pursuits and 
admission to the public services. Mahom- 
medans, on the other hand, ask the 
Government to guarantee them a certain 
proportion of places in the public services 
and to protect them from the rigours of 
competition with their more powerful

neighbours. In_ effect, democracy has 
brought an ancient rivalry into a new 
field of conflict. Formerly Hindu and 
Mahommedan communities lived side by 
side in India, but remained mutually 
aloof, They avoided inter-marriage and 
thus rejected the natural means of fusion. 
Now the reformed constitution obliges the 
two communities to meet face to face. 
The battle-ground has shifted from the 
towns and villages to the Legislatures, and 
sporadic, or mob, conflicts have been trans- 
formed into political rivalry, 

Mr. Coatman considers that the change 
is for the good of India. The old jealousies, 
he thinks, will not thrive in the light and 
air of constitutional government. Riots 
are bred by leaders who are but squalid 
agitators ; but constitutional development 
will bring another type of leader to the 
front. The intelligent parliamentarian 
will turn from the feuds which have dis- 
graced Indian life in the past. Last year’s 
disturbances, therefore, are represented as 
the phenomena of a time of transition, or 
as the last clashes between communities 
who will learn henceforward that they 
have a common interest in peaceful 
political progress. Meanwhile, a disturb- 
ing intrusion in Indian evolution 13 
provided by Russian propaganda. The 
disorders in China, which involved the 
sending of an Indian brigade to Shanghai, 
have drawn the eyes of India tothe Chinese 
situation. Bolshevist propagandists have 
used China as an object lesson. They 
have told the malcontents ot India that 
the trouble in China is but the first shock 
of an upheaval that will overthrow British 
power in the East. Through Muscovite 
agents there have been formed in Bombay 
and Calcutta “ workers’ and peasants’ ”’ 
parties which “seem to enjoy both the 
approval and support of Communists out- 
side India, notably the Communist Party 
of Great Britain.” Agitators from Europe, 
who already have dabbled in revolution 
on the Clyde and elsewhere, have appeared 
in India, and have added incitement to 
the native motions of unrest. Com- 
munism thus is like oil poured upon the 
flame of strife between the native creeds. 
The outbreak it threatens, or 
at least seeks, to provoke would serve the 
end of none save those Russian intriguers 
who from beyond the Khyber Pass still 
hope to secure that which their Tsarist 
predecessors conceived,

French Progress. 


The French Comité d’ Action économique 
et Douaniére has issued a very interesting 
Jittle brochure, which illustrates in concise 
form the remarkable progress that has 
been made by France during recent years. 
Of nearly 900,000 buildings which were 
destroyed by the Germans in Northern 
France more than 600,000 already have 
been restored. Although the coal basins 
in the departments of the Nord and the 
Pas de Calais were destroyed entirely, 
there are now 295 pits, as compared with 
271 in 1914, and the monthly average of 
their output is 2,706,000 tons as against 
2,260,000 tons in 1914. In 1914 France’s 
shipping tonnage was 2,555,000 tons; to- 
day it is 3,447,000 tons; and her pro- 
duction of automobiles has increased from 
75,000 cars in 1922 to 190,000 in 1927. 
In every respect. France is flourishing. 
From the foreigner’s point of view, how- 
ever, the most interesting information 
which the brochure affords probably is 
that concerning the cost of living. Retail 
prices in France, calculated on a gold 
basis, are, on an average, ó0 per cent. 
lower than they are in any other European 
country. The price of bread in Paris is 
8 cents per kilogram, compared with 11.4 
cents in London, 17.7 cents in Berlin, 11.4 
cents im Rome, and 23 cents in Vienna: 
The large and rapid increase in the tourist 
traffic is a tribute to the way in which 
the French Government has advertised the 
country’s allurements. In a modest way 
the Irish Free State can offer many attrac- 
tions to tourists. If the Free State Govern- 
ment or the Tourist Association would issue 
a pamphlet like that of the. French Com- 
mittee, tourists undoubtedly would become 
interested in the Saorstdt; for the prospec- 
tive traveller likes nothing better than a 
succinct statement of conditions in the 


country which he proposes to visit,

A valuable address on the importance of 

| in modern commerce was 
delivered before the Dublin Publicity 
Club yesterday by Mr. A. R. Zoccola. 
According to Mr. Zoccola, much of the 
present depression in British and Irish 
industry is due to faulty salesmanship. 
Manufacturers can produce excellent 
articles; but they are inclined to cease 
their endeavours as soon as the goods are 
placed on the market, The art of the 
salesman has been developed to a remark- 
ably high degree in the United States. 
Mer. are trained specially in ‘‘ univer- 
sities ’’ to sell goods, and the ‘‘ push and 
go-getter ” has ousted completely the old 
type of commercial traveller. All the big 
firms in the United States spend vast 
sums in salesmanship. Mr. Zoccola believes 
that the depression in the Ulster linen 
trade is largely a result of bad salesman- 
ship, and, while this statement may be ex- 
aggerated, it certainly has an element of 
truth. Salesmanship is a development of 
advertising, and the business man who 
knows how to combine both has a great 
advantage over his rivals. The one “slogan’’ 
—‘‘ eat more fruit ”—which was invented 
by the Empire Marketing Board, increased 
the sale of Australian currants and 
raisins by several hundreds per cent. This 
example could be multiplied a thousand- 
fold, and the trader to-day who prefers to 
hide his light under the bushel of old- 
fashioned conservatism stands a very 
poor chance. Salesmanship is the life's 
blood of modern trade. Without its help 
a fastidious public cannot be induced to 
make purchases; and we are very glad 
that the Empire Marketing Board, which 
specialises in the new art, is furthering 
the interests of the Irish Free State.

Quidnune says :—'' Its tenets 
differ but little from those of other orthodox 
denominations, próca ir on mar matter of 
healing by the power of prayer alone, 

‘teks the Sr icmiheoi of the Lambeth 
Conference, 1920, reported on the subject of 
Christian Science. The present Archbishop of 
Armagh (Dr. D’Arcy), the present Archbishop 
of Dublin (Dr. Gregg), and the late Dr. Ross 
(Bishop of Tuam) were members of that Com- 
mittee. The Committee studied the literature 
of the subject, and its report states that 
‘under the influence of this pseudo-spirituality 
Christian Science has developed doctrines 
which, so far as we can gather from its text- 
book, appear to be in direct conflict with the 
Christian faith.” 

The report mentions four points where the 
tenets of Christian Science so to be in 
conflict with the Christian faith—namely :— 

(1) In respect’ of the Personal Being of God 
as revealed in the doctrines of the Incarnation 
and of the Blessed Trinity. The ra, says: 
“ Christian Science emphasises the Oneness of 
God and of the Universe in a way that does 
not in fact escape from Pantheism.”’ 

(2) In respect of matter. Christian Science 
maintains matter to be *‘ wholly illusory, the 
source of nothing but error and therefore 
evil.” The report says: “If matter, as 
Christian Science maintains, is non-existent 
and tannot enter into the consciousness © 
God, the Incarnation of the Son of God in 
human nature is impossible, and Scriptural 
teaching upon the redemption of man and of 
creation becomes meaningless.” 

(3) In respect of our Lord. Christian Science 
recognises '“no essential distinction between 
our Saviour and all other men—though a 
difference in the degree of possession of the 
Christ Ideal is fully emphasised.” 

(4) In respect of sin. ‘“‘ The denial of the 
reality of sin empties the Atonemeut of its 
usual Christian content.”’ 

Not all who write about Christian Science 
have studied its literature as the members of 
the Lambeth Conference Committee studied 
it. They reported with a knowledge of the 
subiect and as a responsible body of leaders 
in the Anglican communion. It will be seen, 
then, that on such important Christian 
doctrines as the transcendence of God. the 
Incarnation, the Person of Christ and the 
Atonement the tenets of Christian Science 
differ, not “but. little.”’ but fundamentally, 
from the terets of the Christian faith.—

MR. FORD AND THE FREE STATE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIVES. 
Srr,—It is quite evident that Mr. Henry 

Ford is off the line somewhat when he talks 

about taxes on fuel and ore, but it should 

be equally obvious what Mr. Ford's trouble 
really is. In their wisdom our legislators 
have decided that Great Britain is subject 
to a tax on motor cars and parts, the same 
as a foreign country, except for a preferential 
reduction of one-third of the duty applicable. 

The net result is that the motorist in the 

Irish Free State must pay a duty of 22 2/9ths 

on a British ear, while his colleague across 

the border can buy at the same price as in 

England. Naturally, the British Govern- 

ment ‘‘reciprocates to the same extent, 

with the result that the Cork factory cannot 
economically produce. parts for use in 

England, as the tax makes it impossible, 
One would naturally think that, where the 

development of a great industry was at stake, 
some effort would have been made ere this to 
arrange that both countries should come to a 
free trade agreement on this particular 
Fig pe and that, in return for admitting 
Jork-made goods free into Great Britain, 
British products should be similarly treated 
by the Saorstat. An arrangement like this 
would be only simple justice to the Free State 
motorist, who at present can buy any foreign 
make of car at the same price as it is sold in 
England, but must pay the heavy additional 
tax if he prefers a British article. This 
would seem to be a satisfactory way of 
handling the situation and helping a home 
industry, instead of the sop of a reduced road 
tax, which was unfair and illogical, and could 
hardly do any great good, as it affected 
only a comparatively trifling home demand. 

_ There does not seem to be any future for a 

Cork factory confined to producing for the 

home market only, and this, in effect, is what 

is bound to happen in the absence of a 

common-sense arrangement between the two 

countries. If the object really is more em- 
ployment, and not simply increased revenue, 

then there is no argument against such a 

scheme as that outlined above, and those 

interested on both sides of the Channel should 
see that it is carried out or know definitely 
the reason why. If something is not done 
quickly, it is evident that we may bid good- 
bye to any development of the motor car 
building industry in Cork.—Yours, ete.

Up to now attempts to fly 4), 
Atlantic from East to West have been 
nothing but a record of tragedy, but it i, 
hoped that the present expedition m,, 
accomplish what many people conside, 
impossible. The great obstacle to success 
in a flight from East to West is the 
prevalence of adverse winds; for, even 
when favourable reports are given from 
the West by ships approaching Irelang 
there always is the probability that tho, 
may be storms and hurricanes in th, 
Atlantic. The present attempt is respon. 
sible for efforts in other directions, and 
already quite half-a-dozen airmen a; 
planning a similar expedition. 


Ocean Stations. 
In the circumstances, it is interestine 


to notice that the first step towards th, 
realisation of a plan to moor floating 
vessels at points in the Atlantic as air 
stations will be taken to-morrow, whe, 
the final documents will be signed in New 
York for the financing of the scheme 
under which the first aerodrome at sea 
will be constructed. It is stated that the 
island will be twelve hundred feet Jong 
four hundred feet wide, and will be com. 
pleted by next February. It is proposed 
to tow it to a spot five hundred miles east 
of New York, where it will be anchoroeg 
with steel cables reaching to the bottom 
of the sea. The first flight to the islang 
is to be made by Captain René Fenck, tha 
famous French “ ace,” who is associated 
with Mr. Howard Armstrong in the 
enterprise.

Income Tax. 


Income taxpayers here had a shock | 
morning when they received a request for 
a return of last year’s income, with 
explanation of the new income tax schem 
Income tax has already been paid on : 
estimation of last year’s income, but no 
the Chancellor desires to know what the 
income really was. It is claimed that, 
while the present return may present 
some difficulty, that for next year wil! be 
much simpler. At the end of ‘the year 
it has frequently been found thai the 
taxpayer's actual income was more or less 
than the figure estimated. He has then 
had to be re-assessed all over again,. and 
either had to pay a supplementary sum 
in a lump, for which he was not prepared, 
or to go through the process of claiming 
a refund. All this has meant a great deal 
of work for the Revenue authorities and 
some inconvenience for the taxpayer. 
Although the taxpayer will return | 
income on the basis of his last year's 
record, he will make his claims for allow- 
ances on what he estimates they should 
be next year.

KING COMFORTS THE WOUNDED IN HOSPITAL, 
——_¢—— 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


MILAN, Thursday. 

All Italy is aghast at the dastardly 
attempt made to-day against the life of 
King Victor Emanuel on the occasion of 
his visit to Milan to inaugurate the 
Samples Fair. The outrage took place in 
the Piazza Giuli. Cesare, opposite the 
entrance to the fair. 

The explosion occurred ten minutes 
before the arrival of the King, whose life 
was evidently saved by the fact that the 
clock regulating the infernal machine was 
ynaccurately set. The machine had been 
cunningly secreted inside a lamp-post, 
which was completely shattered by the 
force of the explosion, most of the casual- 
ties actually being caused by splinters of 
the lemp-post rather than portions of the 
bomb. 

The square was crowded with people who 
had come to see and cheer the King. A 
panic followed the explosion. The people 
scattered in all directions, and their cries 
of terror mingled with the shrieks of 
agony from the wounded and dying. A 
number of the victims were some distance 
from the place of the explosion. 


HORRIBLE SCENE. 

The scene was a horrible one, with 
numerous mutilated bodies lying in all 
directions and many gravely wounded 
persons. A soldier of the Fifth Alpini 
was completely disembowelled. A _ little 
girl had the top of her head blown. off. A 
yoliceman was found lying in a pool of 
blood surrounded by three children, who 
were terribly wounded. 

Energetic measures were taken to restore 
order and succour the injured, Firemen, 
members of the Red Cross and the Fascist 
Militia, with motor cars, were quickly on 
the scene, and the. injured were speedily 
taken to hospital. 

At 5 o’clock this afternoon the number 
of dead was officially given as fifteen, in- 
cluding a soldier who succumbed in hospi- 
tal to his wounds, The Mayor of Milan 
has offered a reward of 100,000 lire for 
the discovery of the criminals who 
engineered the outrage. 


PREMIER’S ORDERS. 

Signor Mussolini, the Prime Minister, 
was immediately informed of the disaster 
by telephone to his offices in Rome. He 
gave immediately sweeping orders to all 
the police in Italy and the public authori- 
ties to root out the perpetrators of the 
dastardly plot. He also sent a telegram 
to the King congratulating him upon his 
escape, and one to the Mayor of Milan. 

In spite of the outrage, the King, dis- 
playing great courage and coolness, re- 
solved to go through the ceremony of 
inaugurating thc Samples Fair, so as not 
to disappoint the local authorities and the 
numerous exhibitors, many of whom were 
foreigners. The King, however, cut the 
eeremony as short as possible in order to 
proceed at the earliest moment to the 
hospitals to visit the injured. 

At the bed of every sufferer the King 
stopped, and, where possible, addressed a 
few words of sympathy to the patients, 
enccuraging them and assuring those who 
had families dependent on their efforts 
that they would be taken care of by the 
State, 

This evening floods of congratulatory 
ressages are being received by the King’s 
siaff, including one from the British 
Ambassador, Sir Ronald Graham, ex- 
pressing the relief of the British people at 
the King’s escape. 


, THE KING'S COURAGL. 

The cool bearing of the King was 
greatly admired, for, although he did not 
witness the actual explosion, he had to 
pass through the Piazza immediately after 
the outrage, and, in spite of the frantic 
attempts of the authorities on the spot to 
make the seene presentable, the King had 
to pass over pools of blood and witness 
scenes of carnage which might have taken 
the courage out of the boldest. 

The crowd quickly collected after the 
explosion and were in time to cheer the 
King when he drove past. The people 
gave their monarch a touching demonstra- 
tion of loyalty and sympathy, and many 
wild shouts of execration against those 
culty of the outrage were heard.

SIGNOR MUSSOLINI’S TELEGRAM.

The in- 
dustrial life of Milan and the steadfast 
discipline of the nation will continue to 
the renown of the dynasty and to the 
power of the country.” |

MUSSOLINI’S HOME. 

Milan was the great centre of Signor 
Mussolini s earlier activities, It was 
there that, after resigning from the 
Socialist Party, he, in 1915, founded his 
newspaper, the Popolo d'Italia, and it 
was the City of Milan that elected him 
to the Italian Parliament in 1921.

STATEMENT BY SIR A. MOND. 

In a statement to the Press Association 
Sir Alfred Mond said: “ The inception of 
this Corporation has been a necessity felt 
for some time by the leading men of busi- 
ness in both countries for closer and more 
intimate co-operation in the world of in- 
dustry and commerce between America 
and Great Britain The increasing volume 
of capital investments of American 
interests outside the borders of the United 
States and on the Continent has often 
been commented upon, and is a new 
feature in financial centres since the war. 
This feature is likely to continue, and 
large sums will be available in the future. 
The desire to direct these into the most 
profitable channels has led to the idea of 
systematic and continuous co-operation of 
leading financial an? industrial brains of 
both countries for the development of in- 
dustries either already established or of 
new ideas which are daily brought 
forward. 

“The new corporation will provide 
facilities for. commercial and industrial 
financing in the British Empire, Europe 
and the Unitei States in co-operation be- 
tween English and American interests, 
and it will develop contracts for the pur- 
pose of international industrial develop- 
ment.”’ 

Sir Alfred Mond explained that there 
would be no public issue of shares, nor 
would the shares ever be placed on the 
market under the present constitution ol 
the company. “ There is no limit to the 
nature of the enterprise,’’ said Sir Alfred. 
“ We shall take up any undertaking we 
think worth while in any part of the 
world, but we do not think of going into 
ordinary financial operations, like Govern- 
ment and municipal loans. The scheme is 
designed to promote industry generally, 
and we shall open up an avenue of ap- 
proach to the large volume of American 
and British capital, and direct it into the 
best channels. It will mean that we shall 
have intimate, almost daily, co-operation 
between both sides of the Atlantic.” 

Sir Alfred added that the new Corpora- 
tion might have quite an important effect 
upon the reorganisation of industry. 
They might take up amalgamations of 
steel works and quite a number of other 
industries. He agreed that it might lead 
to further. co-operation with financiers in 
Germany and other countries in Europe.

BERLIN, Th ursday. 

That Captain Campbell’s speed 
‘“record’’ for motor cars will shortly be 
easily beaten by a new kind of car not 
driven by a petrol engine, but by a rocket 
apparatus, is the claim advanced to-day 
by the Open Motor Car Company of 
IF rankfurt-on-Main, which issues a re- 
markable statement on a new invention, 
and makes assertions which sound some- 
what fantastic. 

This statement says that a new kind of 
racing car has been tried on a race track 
at Frankfurt, and that within eight 
seconds it had attained a speed of 100 
kilometres per hour. It was not driven 
by a. petrol engine, but by a so-called 
rocket, about which details cannot be dis- 
closed, but it can be said that it was 
constructed in accordance with the plan of 
the German, Max Valier, known as the 
‘Fantastic Cosmos Flier’’ because of his 
idea of building a rocket vhich could be 
shot into space. 

In the course of this month, in order 
to prove the claims which are advanced, 
trials will be made with a new kind of 
motor car on a track in Berlin, and later 
on an attempt will be made to beat the 
British motor speed record with a car 
Which will first be fun on railway-lines. 

The statement goes on: ‘‘ We are con- 
vinced that the ‘Open-Sander Aggregate,’ 
as the new machine is called, will achieve 
a speed hitherto considered impossible on 
the surface of the earth, and it will prove 
to be only a step towards the construction 
of a rocket air machine and to a cosmos 
airship on the lines of the Valier project. 
Already to-day we are in a position to 
reach much higher altitudes than have 
hitherto been attained in a machine with- 
out a crew, and we are convinced that in 
this year even we shall succeed in pene- 
trating into space with such a machine.”

The interesting pictures of the dawn of

It was, 
ie said, stated by some people that the 
tide had turned; but, so far as he was 
oncerned, he saw no definite signs of it 
paving turned, and he was afraid that there 
ould be a further increase in unemploy- 
ment before many months, owing to the 
jepression in the linen industry. 


CONFLICTING STATEMENTS. 
Oe a —_—_—_—_—_——— 


This significant statement is in direct 
sonflict with what the people have been 
led te believe, and it has caused grave 
concern among the general community. 
The Government has spent many 
thousands of pounds w a publicity cam- 
America to boom the linen 
‘dustry, but it does not seem to have 
been very successful. The decline of the 
industry is attributed to foreign competi- 
‘ion, and it was suggested by Mr. O'Neill 
‘hat the imposition of a tariff would cure 
sll their ills; but protection is a two- 
edged weapon, and might not be so 
beneficial as some very earnest people 
‘magine. In any case, the Northern 
Government has no power in such matters, 
being a very restricted authority, and. 
perhaps, it is just as well that its fiscal 
action is limited, 

The gloomy prospect foreshadowed by 
Mr O'Neill is apparently justified by the 
latest figures, as pointed out im this 
column the other day; but the ability 
and genius of the men of the North may 
vet discover new methods to improve the 
industria] outlook. They are a tenactous, 
determined lot up here, and may be 
trysted to find a way out of their troubles, 
It is better that difficulties should be 
bravely faced—the fool’s paradise has an 
undesirable atmosphere. 


PICTURESQUE IMAGININGS. 
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The path of progress may be difficult, 
but it can be travelled. Mr. J. Milne 
Barbour, the Minister of Commerce, who 
also spoke at the meeting referred to, 
agreed with Mr. O'Neill that they were 
passing through difficult times, which, he 
said. had net by anv manner of 
means. He thought, however that every- 
one should cultivate the spirit of self- 
reliance, and in that way help to recover 
lost prosperity ; but it is difficult for the 
working classes to be cheerful while the 
wolf is growling at their doors. Mr. 
Barbour stressed the importance of 
perfect law and order as a necessity for 
the development of manufactories among 
them and to attract capital to the 
country. 

This condition already happily exists, 
but our wealthy brothers across the 
Channel, while wishing prosperity to the 
little State, still seem to have traces of 
distrust regarding it as a field for invest- 
ment. There is really no economic cause 
for it, but the political atmosphere is 
frequently made lurid by the vivid 
imaginings of prominent Unionist leaders, 
who constantly affect to see dangers loom- 
ing up across the border, and insistently 
call on their followers to ¢lese up their 
ranks to resist tne attack which never 
comes,

TEACHERS CRITICISMS. 


The members of the Ulster Teachers’ 
Union have been combining business with 
pleasure this week at Bangor. In the 
mornings they conducted the business of 
their conference in the Guildhall, and in 
ine afternoons they motored to various 
beauty spots in the neighbourhood or 
played golf. There was a large gather- 
ing of men and women, and several 
thorny educational problems were dis- 
cussed and recommendations made which 
will, in due course, be laid before the 
Government. At yesterday’s session the 
importance of extending the system of 
secondary education was considered, and 
it was pointed out that Northern Ireland 
is far behind the times in this respect, as 
compared with Scotland .and England, 
where virtually every child has an oppor- 
tunity of benefiting by higher education. 

One speaker declared that the Northern 
Act of 1923 was perfect on paper, but 


Said that it was anything but that in 


practice, only about one per cent. of the 
20,000 pupils who left school every year 
having a chance to gain a scholarship. 
Motions were also passed dealing with the 
extension of ‘compulsory education to 
children of five years of age, and protest- 
Ing against the too sympathetic action of 
local authorities in excusing pupils who 
did not attend regularly at school. It is 
dificult, however, in rural districts to 
compel parents to send children of tender 
years to school when the weather is un- 
favourable, and in the summer. time the 
bigger boys neglect their lessons to help 
in the fields, In this connection a curious 
‘statement was made by one teacher, who 
‘aid that it was his experience that many 
farmers wanted to get their sons away 
from the Jand altogether and into the 
owns.

A CURIOUS STATEMENT. 


The labour test scheme for able-bodied 
men seeking outdoor relief is still 
troubling the Belfast Board of Guardians. 
The system of payment in kind has been 
discredited by the Government, the Corpo- 
ration, and by almost every man who 
gives the question any thought. These 
unfortunate workers are ‘labouring at 
Whitewell with broken boots, and it was 
stated recently that some of them were 
bare-footed, but probably that was an 
exaggeration. Mr. Thomas Henderson, 
M.P., declared in the House of Commons 
that the’ men were working under condi- 
tions of slavery, and a good deal of sym- 
pathy was created by the stories of their 
distress, but pious hopes for improve- 
ment have not been realised. 

At the meeting of the Guardians on 
Tuesday the matter was again discussed. 
and Mr. J. Collins urged that payment 
should be made partly in cash. but the 
chairman, Mr. John E. Hall, J.P.: stated 
in reply that the Guardians were only 
doing what they were doing to force the 
Ministry of Labour to take the men 
employed on the scheme under their 
wing. They lid not, he added. want to 
keep them working without giving them 
money. This was a strange confession to 
make, It will be recalled that the scheme 
was virtually forced upon the Ministry. 
and the answer of Mr. Andrews to this 
new development should be interesting. 
Very few people approve of the action of 
the Guardians. and it would be well if 
some compromise could ba made. How 
can a man pay charges for rent, gas and 
coal if he gets no money? | 


MORE TROU®LE PROMISED. 


Further trouble appears to be in store 
for the Government in connection with 
clubs and local option. The International 
Order of Good Templars in Ireland. at its 
annual session m Londonderry this week, 
passed a resolution demanding a measure 
of local option and promising support to 
those who bring it forward in the House 
of Commons. The Government is also 
requested to have all clubs which are 
licensed made amenable to the same laws 
Which govern ordinary, licences at the 
earliest possible moment. The Minister 
of Home Affairs has repeatedly stated that 
he is in favour of workingmen’s clubs. and 
it is, therefore, unlikely that he will do 
anvthing to restrict their lecal activities 
go long as thev are properly conducted. 

With regard to local option, the Priine 
Minister has already expressed his detev- 
mination that there shall be no more 
temperance lecislation of a far-reaching 
character during his term of office, and 
he would be a brave official Unionist who 
would venture to introduce a private bill. 
Tne Opposition is opposed to it to a man. 
and the temperance reformers on the 
Government benches have declared that 
they will not risk disunion in their ranks 
to satisfy the extreme wing of the party. 
The passing of resolutions, although awk- 
ward. will be of no avail, no matter how 
aadmirable or their intentions 
may and the reformers are 
determined to smash the Craigavon régime 
to gain their ends they are only beating 
the air. In the present circumstances 
local option is not witbin the bounds of 
practical politics.

The educa- 
tional influence of this scheme cannot be 
over-estimated; for it will unconsciously 
direct the troughts of the pupils towards 
those things best worthy of study. 


MR. FORD'S PILGRIMAGE. 
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Mr. Ford’s. frank comments regarding 
the Free State have created a good deal of 
interest north of the border, and they 
were not wholl¥ unwelcome in certain 
quarters. It is to be hoped that the mis- 
apprehensions which influenced him in his 
jtudyment will be removed, and that he 
will be able to fulfil his pilgrimage to his 
family home before long. The motor 
industry in Northern’ Ireland has 
developed remarkably within recent years, 
and, should the great manufacturer pay 
a visit to Belfast, he would find much to 
interest him both in his own business and 
in the other important industries for 
which the city is famed.

DECREASE IN PUBLIC DEPOSITS. 
With a contraction of fully £1,000,000 in 
the note circulation and an increase of 
£408,000 in the coin and bullion, the reserve 
of the Bank of England shows an increase 
of £1,503,000 for the week at £41,892,884, 
while the coin and bullion has been raised 
to £157,703,000. Government disbursements 
are indicated in a decrease of fully £8,000,QW 
in the public deposits. There is an increase 
of £5.0068,000 in the other securities, largely 
due to market borrowings from the Bank, 
and although the Government securities are 
about £1,700,000 lower, the private deposits, 
which in the previous week sank to an ex- 
ceptionally low figure, are up £15,356,000 to 
£102,220 166. Mainly because of this last 
mcvement, and despite the addition to the 
reserve, the proportion of reserve to liabilities

WATERVILLE, CO. KERRY.

INQUEST ON STRABANE CHILD. 

At an inquest at Strabane Courthouse on 
Tuesday night on a six-year- girl, Mary 
tibbons, who was knocked down by a Derry- 
Strabane motor 'bus on Sunday morning when 
returning from Mass with her go 
Mrs. Ellen Toland, Hollyhill, Strabane, 
evidence was given that the "bus was on the 
wrong side of the road.

They 
added a rider that they were of the unanimous 
opinion that neither the driver nor the con- 
ductor of the "bus was to blame in any way 
whatever, and extended sympathy to the 
parents and relatives of the child.

The Chairman (Mr. P. J. Lawrence) said 
that Monsieur Betancourt, general manager 
of the Société Engrais Novo, was coming to 
Dublin on April 20 to make a decision on the 
matter. They had a factory outside Lille, but 
what business they were engaged in he did 
not know.  ' 

Mr. Byrne—Have you any idea what the 
site is for? 

The Chairman said that they had been 
hazarding a guess, but it would not be right 
to mention it. 

It was agreed that representatives of the 
Board should meet Monsieur Betancourt when 
he arrived in Dublin and discuss with him 
the letting of the plot. 

It is understood that the company referred 
to is engaged in the manufacture of chemicals. 


DERRY BEX-SERVICE MEN 
IN WORKHOUSE. 


FRONT LINE ASSOCIATION’S 
ACTION. 


At a meeting of the Front Line ex-Service 
Men’s Association, which was held in Derry, 
correspondence which passed between the 
General Secretary (Mr. N. Quinn), His 
Majesty the King, and the Minisier of 
Pensions was read. 

In a letter to the King, Mr. Quinn wrote :— 
“I beg to bring before Your Most Gracious 
Majesty the case of eight disabled ex-Service 
men here in Derry City. Seven of these men 
are inmates of the Derry Union, and are 
chargeable on the rates of Derry City. 

‘One of the men was in receipt of a 
disability pension, which has been taken off 
him by a miscarriage of justice. This man ns 
still suffering from his war disabilities, which 
were partially caused while being detained a 

risoner of war in Germany. I appeal to 

our Most Gracious Majesty to use your 
influence with Your Majesty’s Minister of 
Pensions with a view to having these eight 
disabled ex-Service men boarded.”’ 

His Majesty's reply stated :—' The Private 
Secretary is commanded by the King to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of Neil Quinn’s letter, 
and to inform him that it has been trans- 
mitted to the Minister of Pensions.”’ 

The Minister of Pensions wrote:—‘‘ I am 
directed to state that your petition has been 
referred by the King to the Minister of 
Pensions, and, in order to assist the Minister 
in tracing the documents of the eight 
ex-Service men to which the petition relates, 
I am to request you to be good enough to 
furnish this Department with full regimen- 
tal . particulars—i.e., regimental numbers, 
dates of enlistment. and discharge, etc., and, 
if possible, the serial number quoted on any 
correspondence from thé Ministry. As soon 
as the necessary information is received, im- 
quizies will be made into each man’s case, 
and a further letter sent to you.’’ 

The general secretary was asked if he 
could give the total number of ex-Service 
men who are inmates of the Workhouses in 
Northern Ireland. 

The general secretary said that he noti- 
fied all the clerks of the unions, and the 
following returns were made so far :—Bel- 
fast, 251; Derry, 7; Downpatrick, 7; Newry, 
12; Enniskillen, 3; Lurgan, 18; Omagh, 2; 
Limavady, 4. 

The Chairman (Mr. H. Gallagher) said 
that a list of these men would be compiled 
giving each man’s regimental particulars. It 
would be forwarded to His Majesty’s Go- 
vernment, also to Mr. Lloyd George, Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald and Lord Craigavon, 
Prime Minister of Northern Ireland.
